The Bill, in the maln, foltdwed tho 
recommendations of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Statutory Committee, 
but the major difference wos a rather 
highor rate of benefit, which was made 
possible by o slightly higher contribu. 
tlon than recommended in the report. 
They hoped that the payment of ‘con- 
tributions would begin on May 4 next 
and the paymont of benefit aa from 
November 6 following, The amount 
of the Exchequer contribution would 
be at an annual rate of £600,000,

GERMAN . STATESMAN 
_ AND DIPLOMAT 


‘ Berlin, Feb. 6. 
death hna occurred of . Dr. 
Wilhelm Solf, the -famons German 
statesman, Colonial’ administrator 
and diplomat, at *the age of 73.— 
Reuter Special Service. ee 

Wilhelm Solf, German ox-Minintor 
and diplomat, was born {n Berlin §n 
Oct, 1862, At Kiel and Berlin ho 
studied law and Oriental languages 
and in J888 entered the service of the 
Foreign Office, In 1880-00 he was 
consulegenoral, at Caleutta. ‘Then 
from 1802 to 1800 he served in other 
branches of the civil service, return- 
ing, however, to the Forelgn Office 


; The 


‘where ho entered. the colonial section. 


Yn 1898 ho was appointed a district 
udge in Gurman East’ Africa and 


‘in 1809 went, to Samon whero he 


became «chairman of the municipal 
council of Apis. “A year Inter -he 
was made Governor of Samon where 
ho remained till 1911. He was be- 
loved by the Samoans, for his policy 
was “to guard this Jitile paradine 
nnd keep out any passing serpent’, 
Ho welcomed the fact: that Samoa 
had no commercial fufure and: that 
therefore he was not called upon in 
tho name of progress to destroy one 
of the most attractive races in the 
world. When jn Nov. 1911, the 
Colonial Secretary, Von Lindcquist, 
resigned in connection with the 
Franco-German Congo, x ment, 
Solf succeeded. him, retainicy ‘office 
during the war when ho championed 
the cause of German colonial policy 
with much energy, Later he moder- 
ated his views. In a speech to the 
“German Society” dn Aug. ©1918, 
which attracted niuch attention he 
declared that there murat be an end 
of thy “knock-out blow" spirit. He 
spoke of the need for some way of 
avolding future ware for the sake of 
humanity, In‘the Cabinet of Prince 
Max of Baden he became Foreign 
Sceretary,. retaining the post after 
tho. revolution hud ecrented an _en- 
tlrely > new situation. But: in Jan. 
1919, he yielded to the attacks of the 
Independent Socialists and. made 
way for Brockdorff-Rantzau. In 
June, 1920, ho was anpotnted charge 
d'affaires in Japart and In Feb. 1921, 
ambassador there.-“He was elected 
hresidont of the Asintle Society of 
Japon in Dee. 1925—tho first German 
fo be so honoured, When he left 
tho country in March 1928, he was 
londed with honours. The Japancso
